The result has
ben that brewing m Oracd Ksnds bss
become unprofitable and the brewers
have been forced to take no me action
to protect tt enieelVM, The combine
ha practically been formed. The only
brewers m the city that are cot in it,
are Frey'a and Weirich'e. All the
other breweries in the c.ty except
Tuach'a and Kusterer's will be closed.
Tbeaa will be enlarged until their out
put U eoual to the present output.
Wobably Frey aud Wetrich will join
later. If they do not the combine will

probably freeze them out. I'nder the
new arrangement the same amount of
beer can le produced with just half
tue men now employed, and by saving
taxes, rent and insurance, the current
expenses can be reduced nearly two-third- s.

Mr. Heont ia not here in the
interest of any national concern, but
his business is' to effect local consolida-
tion."
